The deaf 
of the State have lost a true friend and 
wise counselor, and tbe profession will 
miss the progressive spirit which has 
characterized the long and honorable 
career of your husband.

Many of the deaf of New York, 
especially those who attended the 
annual dinners of tbe Gallaudet 
College (Metropolitan Branch)

tended, will regret to learn of Mr. 
Shaw'rt death during tbe hint week 
of August. He was a son-in law of 
tbe late Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallau- 
det, and was head of the firm of 
Alexander D. Shaw & Co., of No.

of the main bnilding, faoes henm 
in^ with joy as old schoolmates of 
long separation met and exchanged 

etings, hearty band-shaking and 
embracing each other were ibe 
oider. Then came a visit to the 
Superintendent's office, where each 
Blind out a registration slip, paid 
then membership 'lues and charges 
for the meeting, received his or her 
badge, and then off to the halls and 
rooms to resume the pleasantries of 
tbe reunion. 

1 1 p to ten o'clock m the evening 
two hundred active members were 

Istered with about flfty honorary 
members.

that the mayoi himself was not pre 

sent tO do this, as he knew many of 

the deaf, having been a resident of 

the city all Ins life, and had met 
and mingled with many of them in 

their schooldays. Superintendent 

Jones interpreted into signs his 

speech, as al"o lhal of (loverni.r 
CoZ, who followed ami was ml rod ne- 
ed by Dr. Pal leison, in doing which 
he spoke as follows : 

thank you foi 
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cultivate the virtues of industry and thrift. 
Many of the members present own their 
homes, their farms and their shops, and 
have their lives insured. 

The fact that it pays to educate the deaf 
is set into clear relief by the following words 
of Hi. A. \,. EC. Crouter, for many years at 
tin- head of the lVmisy Ivania institution, 
OtM of the largest schools in the world: 

" Fully ninety percent of them (educated 
deaf) are self-supporting. They are, there* 
fore, in no sense to be considered as a de- 
pendent class. They load normal Christian 
They are rarely found among the 
law breaking class. They are quiet, unob- 
trusive and sober-minded, They are hon- 
est, industrious, temperate, loyal and 
faithful." 

Tin- deaf ask for no pity or charity, but 
foi i he encourugement of a square deal to 
them to overcome their limitations 
ami become worthy citizens. ' They are 
therefore always appreciative of an attitude 
of faith ami interest exerted by the State in 
opening to them oppnrt unities foradvance- 
lucaiion and life. 

We are glad of the opportunity offered 
here to express to you personally our ap- 
preciation for holding sacred the intent and 
purpose in which this school was conceived 
and brought forth. Yout humane and C'hiis 
for the good and undisturbed 
prosperity of our Alma Mater has won our 
admiration and good-will, 

And we thank you for it. 

The governor on stepping forward 
was greeted with hearty applause 
by handolapplng and waving hand- 
kerchiefs, lie welcomed the mem- 
bers to the return to their Alma 
Mater, and trusted their stay would 
be one of pleasure to all. lie said 
progress was tbe order of the day, 

and the stale was keeping in line 
in advanced educational work in 

the Industries, farming, and the 
oariug of its wauls. Referring to 

the Home lor Aged and Inllrni, he 
thought it was the duly of the Slate 

sist, when needed, in oariug 

lor it. At. the close of his remarks, 
he reoeived another hearty ovation. 
I he speakers then came down 
from the Stage, and the three ti tin 
died or morn people passed by and 

he shook ha. ids witii them, Supt. 
Jones Introducing them. 

The regular business was then 

resumed. Superintendent Jones 

being introduced by the president, 

welcomed them back to the scones 
of I heir school days. It had given 
him great pleasure to meel I hem 
and to see how manly they wore de- 
porting themselves. Another evi- 
dence ho observed was that they 
weie all doing well at the respec- 
tive trades, an evidence that the 

School was servinu its purpose in 

lilting them to light the I .allies for 
existence, lie said Ihey would find 
many changes in the house from 
what it wis when they wore pupils. 

Progress demanded changes, it 

would not do to tun in the same 
rut, for that, would bo the end of 
things. . The school course loo lias 
been changed to meet the demands 
of the limes, and at the opening of 
tbe next term, Ihere would boa re- 
volution, not only in the course of 
study foi the school, but, in the 

shops. More attention would be 

given to industrial training. The 
old bindery building had been turn- 
ed into a cabinet shop, new and Im- 
proved machinery installed, a for- 
mer experienced cabinet-maker re- 
employed, who would be undel the 
direction of a skilled graduate of ,i 
technical school, and every boy 
would be given a course of two 
years in the department, while the 
girls would receive more special In- 
struction in their lines of work. 
He wanted the school to take front 
lank in the education of the deaf 
and all his endeavors would lie foi 
that aim, and he asked them in as- 
sisiui" in gaining and keeping that, 

poaition. Miss Hay Greener in- 
terpreted his address.

a few days ago Both have done a great 
deal of goiid for the welfare of the deaf at 
large. 

In futherance of the N A. D. Convention 
in Cleveland, your president, appointed a 
State Committee of fifteen, representing

well their work of raising funds and stir- 
Ing interest in the Association, and 1 desire 
to take this means of thanking them, is cry 

one. No doubt their effort* contributed

Therefor.- we look for- 
ward to to the day. not far distant, when 
ion in our great institution, under 
the guidance ol wise and liberal-minded 
supervision, Shall be made more humane,
